Witha Tank Crew 


Tank Is Like a Giant Wedge in a Cut 
of Butter 


Virtually all of the members of the 
British “tank” crews on the Somme 
front have been decorated with the 
military cross. And along with the 
report of the decorations comes the 
first narrative of the sensations of 2 
eh within the ‘tank” during an at- 
tack. 

A French machine gunner who 
was in one of the “tanks” during 
their first use at the Somme writes in 
the magazine Lecture Pour Tous: 

“It sounds like a myriad of hail- 
stones beating aginst the window 
panes of a moving train, when in a 
‘tank’ under infantry fire. 

“We are in the front line with our 
‘tanks,’ in little groups of crews. 
There are the crew of the Creme de 
Menthe, of the Diplodocus, and one 
ironically styled the Boches’ Victory. 

“Suddenly the glare of a_ rocket 
lights up the sky, followed by ten 
twenty, thirty others. A sharp whis- 
tle sounds strangely in our prison. 
The hour has really come; we are to 
start. My heart is beating violently— 
I do not know why. One needs to 
have ‘sea legs’ in this carcass of stcel, 
The motor system of our tank is 
gripping the soil, sticking to it, glid- 
ing and dragging itself along like a 
centipede. As we advance the earth 
everywhere around our track is plow- 
ed up and thrown aside. Heavens, 


“A heavy thud and then a flash 
over my head.* Our tank is trembling 
from top to bottom, and has stopped 
for the eighth of a second. We have 
just fired. This perpetual rumbling 
over my head has a disturbing effect; 
the machine resounds, the air vi- 
brates. Tock! Tock! Tock! Thou- 
sands of tock-tocks re-echo on the 
steel sides of our tank.’ The German 
guns have opened fire on us. But 
they have as much effect on our ma- 
por as pellets of bread against a 
wall. 

“Splinters of wood jump up on all 
sides of us. I have the sensation of 
keing in the interior of a gigantic 
iron wedge which is cutting through 
something like butter. We fire with- 
out ceasing, hand on gun and eye 
glued to the loophole pierced in the 
sicel, with the sweat pouring down 
our foreheads. 

“Another violent shock, a heavy 
blow and a crashing. We were going 
straight through a wall. We are pul- 
verizing machine guns. Grenades 
burst upon our armor. We are in the 
midst of the ‘nest.’ All at once Ger-

“The Germans are in the greatest 
disorder.

And I see 
our boys in possession of the German 
‘nest.’ "”

York Times 


Do we wish Germany or England 
and France to draw up the new 
code? We know perfectly well what 
Germany’s vieWsS are upon interna- 
tional law. They are based upon the 
principle of expediency. Theic 
watchword is “might makes right,’ 
The working out of this principle is 
seen in invaded, outraged, ravaged, 
deported Belgium; in the wreck- 
strewn sea; in the brittal and cynical 
disregard of neutral right and non- 
combatant privilege; in devastated 
Serbia; in the persecution of Chirist- 
ian Armenia by Mohammendan Tur- 
key; in the death in every circum- 
stance of horror and shame of 600,- 
000 peaceful, orderly people in Asia 
Minor, with the concentration of as 
many more in _ pestilential camps 
where they starve, contract disease 
and die. Do we wish international 
law written in these terms? 

The victory of England and France 
and their allies will mean a new in- 
ternational law in which every pre- 
scription, merciful and humane, of 
the old law will be re-written — and 
many more added, In the rewriting 
of this new law, should it be devoly- 
cd upon these powers, we will have 
a part. To have international law re- 
written in terms of civilization and 
humanity and the _ righteousness 
which is of God would almost be 
worth the awful expenditure of blood 
and treasure. For such a code of 
law it would be possible, I think, to 
organize an international police force 
which could compel would-be recalci-_ 
trant nations to respect it. 

Which group of powers do we de- 
sire to see re-write international 
law? 
to that question, Fully appreciating, 
then, the importance to us of this is- 
sue of the war, gan we under anv

Some 40 projects, cach bearing on 
vital phases of scied 


tific conservation 
and development of Canada’s natural 
resources, have been submitted — to 
the Council. Each ore is being care- 
fully considered by the dozen men on 
the Council, with a view to applying 
the scientific and well-considered 
principles of technical research to 
the solution of the industrial prob- 
lems of Canada, both for the present 
and for the future, 

Some of the larger projects now in 
view include a comprehensive indns- 
trial census, the training and utiliza 
tion in industrial establishments of 
“efficiency experts,” the creation of 
technical laboratorics, wnder State 
co-operation at the great industrial 
centres in solving their problems, the 
utilization and development of | the 
latest fucl resources, particularly of 
the Prairic Provinces, and the presct- 
vation of the diminishing timber re- 
sources of eastern Canada. ’ 

The Council will issue quesvon- 
naries to the manufacturers, the tech- 
nical socictics, the various govern~ 
suent departments, and the universi- 
ties of the Dominion, asking for in- 
formation with reference to the lab- 
oratories and various other agencies 
of research now in operation in the 
Dominion; the men now engaged in 
or available for research work; the 
raw materials required for our indus- 
tries; the by-products produced but 
not at present utilized; and. other 
niuitters required in ‘the development 
of its work. In securing this infor- 
imation, the Council will work in close 
co-operation with the Manufacturers’ 
Association and with the various 
technical socictics of the Dominion. 
It is expected that the replics to the 
cuestionnaries will show many lines 
along which the Council may assist 
in the development of Canadian in- 
dustrics. 

In order to develop in Canada’ a 
body of men who have been  thor- 
oughly trained in science and its ap- 
plication to industry—such as that 
which has aided so greatly in the in- 
dustrial development of Germany in 
recent years—the Council will recom- 
mend the establishment of twenty or 
more studentships and fellowships in 
our universitics and tchenical schools, 
which will be given to men who have 
completed their regular. course of 
study and have displayed a_ special 
aptitude for scientific research. These 
will enable such men to pursue a 
course of advanced work at college 
for a further period, Arrangements 
will also be made by which men af- 
ter graduation will be placed in one 
or other of the great mannfacturing 
establishments of the Dominion, 
where they will continue their train 
ing under the conditions of actual 
commercial practice. They will thus 
be fitted to aid*in the development of 
the industries of the Dominion. 

In order to furnish direct _assist- 
ance to the manufacturing industries 
of Canada at once the Council is 
1ecommending the establishment at 
certain of the great industrial ccr- 
ices of the Dominion, such as Toron 
to, Montreal and Winnipeg, in co- 
eperation with the provincial — gov- 
crnments or other bodies, or Indus- 
trial Research Bureaus, where a com- 
picte set of technical magazines and 
vade journals will be found, and 
where technical staffs, provided with 
suitable and properly equipped lab- 
etatorics, will assist the manufactur: 
«rs of the district in solving prob- 
Jems which present themselves in 
their factories or works. 

In addition to these broad gencral 
movements for the advancement of 
tlic industries of the Dominion, the 
Council has decided to examine care- 
fully a number of specific projects 
which have been submitted to it, 
aud which appear to give promise of 
yielding valuable results. They have 
also decided to recommend that cer- 
tain of these be at once taken up and 
work upon them be at once started. 

Among these latter, two may be 
mentioned. 

The first has for its object the pro- 
vision of an adequate supply of good 
fuel for the western plains, more 
especially in the provinces of Sas- 
katchewan and Manitoba. There are 
in the former province large supplies 
of lignite. This is an inferior fuel 
possessing a relatively low heating 
power, and which, furthermore, will 
not stand shipment and storage, It 
is, therefore, of conrparatively little 
value for domestic or manufacturing 
purposes. The Council, however, be. 
lieves that by a special treatment 
there inay be produced from this lig 
nite two grades of high-class bri- 
guetted fuel, one similar to anthra- 
cite or hard coal in character, and 
the other resembling soft coal in gen. 
eral character; and at the same time 
certain very valuable by-products 
saay be secured. The Department of 
Mines and the Commission of Con- 
servation have already carried out a 
good deal of investigation in connec- 
tion with this problem, and the for- 
met department is now making some 


jurther studies for the Council. Ti 
they give _ satisfactory results, the 
Council will advise that an experi- 


mental plant to turn out this high- 
grade fuel on a commercial scale be 
erected, and the possibility of pro- 


ducing this fuel at a cost considerably 
lower than that at which coal from 
the United States is now laid down 
he

Tt must 
be taken for what it is worth. War 
is an immense complex of moral and 
material conditions. At the front 
you see one side of the material is- 
sue. You do not see the other, You 
haye the reports which you hope and 
believe are the true ones} you have 
not the reports that may set the spe- 
cial facts you note or are detailed to 
you in a different. light. But one 
thing yon can discern, for it is borne 
in on you with every wind of the 
spirit that blows. A force of  in- 
creasing power, mobility, morale, 
stands against a force decreasing re- 
latively in all these particulars, The 
tests of this assertion? They are 
many. Today the Franeo-British 
armies are an essentially unharrassed 
body of soldiers and workers, pursu- 
ing their many tasks of transport, 
fortification, artillery menace and 
preparation, with little interruption 
from the enemy. The German arm- 
ies are an esesntially harrassed body. 
Their trenches, batteries, lines of- 
communication, are more constantly 
under fire from a greater number © 
guns, and are more often raided, as 
the result of offensive actions, small 
und great, a heavy drain of prisoners 
and a considerable and growing 
stream of deserters, whose excuses 
for finding their way from their lines 
to ours fail to cover the truth that 
they are sick of the war. No such 
diminution affects the other. The 
fiercer pressure of the grand assault 
has been such as to cause a loss in 
the battles of the Somme which a 
calculation, based on the German 
statistics, fixes at 700,000 men, drawn 
from over 130 divisions—all passed 
through the fire of these engage- 
ments. There is not a comparable 
total of British and French losses. 


The general effect of annoyance 
and attrition reflects itself, again, in 
the nervous, homesick, desperately 
weary and unhappy tone of the Tei- 
ters of the German soldiers and the 
physical condition of the prisoners. 
The armies thus assailed arc not so 
well-fed as they were, nor as regu- 
larly supplied. As our gun-power 
grows and the “strafing” of the Ger- 
man trenches is pursued through this 
wet and lowering winter—thus far 
the worst of the three—there must be 
further slips in the yielding morale of 
their wonderful organization. I wit- 
nessed one of:these annoying actions, 
and was. assured that it was typical. 
The German artillery reply was hard- 
ly noticeable, All along the line the 
roll of our fire hardly stops; and its 
severity and power of concentration 
are ied from a steadily broadening 
stream of suppiy which grows more 
mobile, and qualifiies the static char- 
acter of the front. In the carlier 
stages of the war the endurance was 
Usually on our side, the punishment 
on theirs. Their policy of reserving 
fire is, of course, a plan of economy 
for the spring battles; but it implies 
a long and grave discouragemtnt of 
their much tried ranks.”—By H. W. 
M. in London Nation,

‘fhere I am neither qualified nor en- 
titled to offer advice. know the 
difficulties with which the true Amer- 
ican has to contend in this matter. I 
know that this vast country of yours 
is more of a continent than a coun- 
try, and that so long as your enor- 
mous tide of immigration continues 
it will be a matter of immense diffi- 
culty to develop a national sense of 
personal responsibility. 


I also know that your Middle West 
is inhabited by people, many of 
whom have never even seen the sea, 


who are rendered incapable by their 
environment of realizing the immen- 
sity of the external dangers and I see 
how dangerous it would be to en- 
force upon them a measure 
they regard as ridiculous, 
But on this great subject of pre- 
paredness I can refer you to the case 
of my own country—not as an exam- 
ple, but as a warning. We were 
caught unprepared. In consequence 
we had to sacrifice our best, our very 
best, the kind that can never be re- 
placed in any country, just because 
they hurried to the rescue and al- 
lewed themselves to be wiped out, 
while the country behind them was 
being aroused and prepared. That is 
the price that we have paid, and no 
ultimate victory, howeyer glorious, 
can recompense us for that criminal 
waste of the flower and pride of our 
youth and manhood at the outset.

Sir Douglas Haig mentioned her in 
his dispatch. of November 25 last. 
Nurse Carruthers was bravely car- 
rying on her work of mercy, calmly 
caring for wounded in very dan- 
gerous circumstances in a “hot” re- 
gion in France. She was eventually 
slightly wounded by a shell which 
burst near the spot where she was on 
|duty. The courageous nurse has now 
recovered and has resumed her work 
among the wounded fighters. 

Miss Carruthers, whose home is in 
Ireland, was trained at the Royal 
Infirmary, Glasgow. 

She afterwards joined the Terri- 
torial Force, and was posted for duty 
at the 4th Territorial Hospital, Glas- 
gow, a few days after the war began. 
Some months later she went to 
France, where she has been doing 
valuable work in the face of danger.

Platinum $100 per Ounce 


War Has Almost Completely Cut Off 
the Supply 


The war in Europe has cut off the 
supply of platinum. In December 
‘this heaviest of metals reached the 
unprecedented price of $100 an ounce 
—four times the price in 1908, and 
rmiore than four times the value of 
an ounce of gold, The warring na- 
tions have forbidden their citizens 
to export platinum, because it is 


used in making munitions, and the 
consequent shortage has greatly in- 
convenienced manufacturers of fine 


jewelry and of electrical, photo- 
gsaphic, dental and surgical supplies. 
In Germany many manufacturers 
‘have already substituted where they 
‘ean an alloy of rhodium and pallad- 
ium, two other metals of the plati- 
rum family. Instead of platinum 
wire, American manufacturers of 
clectrical supplies are using for the 
lead-inwires in electric slamps wire 
made of nickel-chromium, metallic 
tungsten or molybdenum, For the 
ignition points of spark plugs they 
ure using tungsten and for the  re- 
resistance wires of electric furnaces, 
molybdenum. Most of the platinum 
comes from a comparatively small 
area in Russia among the Ural 
iountains where the metal occurs 
in deposits of alluvial gravel along 
the banks and. beneath the beds of 
the rivers.

Have Been Shipped to Cuba 


Canadians will find food for ser- 
ious reflection in a statement sent to 
the Department of Trade and Com- 
merce from Cuba by J. C. Manzer, 
who represents that department and 
the New Brunswick government 
there. He tells of the enormous 
quantities of Canadian potatoes that 
have been shipped to Havana. He 
says: 

“The arrivals of potatoes this week 
at the port of Havana amounted to 
21,508 sacks and barrels. The entire 
shipment came from New Brunswick, 
and it was necessary to put on an ad- 
ditional steamer from Boston in or- 
der to handle this large quantity. 
shipments were sold for $135,552 at 
Havana, and are the most valuable 
Canadian shipments of potatoes that 
ever arrived in one week. 

“During the five months ending 
January 30, when shipments of the 
1916 crop have been coming forward, 
Canada has shipped to Cuba 250,000 
sack and barrels of potatoes, which 
were sold for upwards of $1,400,000.” 

Yet Great Britain, the allies and 
Canada herself are short of potatoes.
